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companion in his aflliction since tho 
light of religion first dawned upon him, 
The law further named as persons to bo 
invited to the execution by the warden,' 


their opening could be seen the gray 
dawn, whose light the murderer had not 
known for more than a mouth of close 
confinement. 
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AUBURN, N. Y., Aug. 6.—With a 


short, sharp shook—painless so far as 
the world will over Know—tho soul of 
William Kemmler was separated from 
his body at 6:40 this morning. 
A cup 


adjusted to tho head of a man bound 
captive in a strange locking chair, a 
lover quickly swung around the arc of a 
semi-circle; a quick convulsion; a sud- 
den strain of muscular action; another 
turn of tho lovor; a small room filled 
with sickening fumes, and twenty- seven 
witnesses of tho first eleetrioide in his- 
tory knew that the death of Tillio Zoig- 
ler had been avenged iu law and tho 
crime of William Kemmler expiate;!, so 
far as human hands could force its ex- 
piation. 


An execution is always a ghastly 


sight. A lynching boo has about it an 
attendant excitement borne of hurried, 
boisterous action, which lends aa arti- 
ficial strength to the nerves of the par- 
ticipants and on lookers alike, but the 
slow solemnity of a public execution, 
tho quiet formal preparation for a judi- 
cial killing, are depressing enough to 
weaken the nerves and undermine the 
courage of the bravest. So, while War- 
den Durston could have found a hun- 
dred willing substitutes for any ous of 
the twenty-seven witnesses which tho 
law had compelled him to call in, it is 
safe to say that not one of the twenty- 
seven found any hilarious enjoyment in 
the spectacle. It is something to ba 
able to aay that you have witnessed the 
first eleotrioide. 
Perhaps that thought 


repaid many of the witnesses for the en- 
durance of the silent horrors of tha 
spectacle. But the scene in that little 
room, deep-walled withiu the Auburn 
prison, will live in the memories of 
those who saw it as tho fearful descrip- 
tions of fresh-born atrocities haunt tho 
mind and appeal to the second sense for 
mouths and even years!. 


The effort to surround tho affair with 


a halo of mystery, such as the law con- 
templated, was not altogether success- 
ful. 
The outer world did not know the 


exact hour which had been fixed for the 
event, bat it kuew tho time approxi- 
mately, and the little assemblage of 
loiterers at the gate of the prison bafora 
dawn this morning was good evidence 
that the interest iu the event was keen 
and general. 
Besides theso curiosity 


seekers, an aaiive, anxious corps of 
newspaper reporters gathered in the 
broad road iu front of the 
prison 


grounds and waited for tho signal that 
should tell them the execution was 
over. Just across tho roid, in the dim- 
ly lighted freight room of tho New York 
Central railroad, at little tables impro- 
vised for the purpose, sat a long row of 
telegraph operator, sent from Now York 
by the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany, waiting for the signal of release 
of a dozen messages for different papers 
iu New York and elsewhere. 
The 


fingers of tho operators hung trembling 
over the keys. Tho first click from tho 
sounder meant to the man at tho other 
end of tho line that tho tragedy had 
been enacted. At one end of tho tele- 
graph desk sat the United Press opera- 
tor, whilo tho special representative of 
tho United Press, who had come to 
Auburn nt tho invitation of Warden 
Durstou, sat among tho jurymen in the 
little prison cell noting the adjustment 
of the straps that bound tho prisoner to 
tho electric chair and nil tho prepara- 
tions which swiftly preceded the last act 
in the celebrated Kemmler cose. 


Tho witnesses of tho execution had 


gathered iu response to tho call of 
Warden Durston at 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing. Tho law named twenty-seven as 
tho number of those who should witness 
the execution as assistants or iu some 
official capacity. 
Of those District At- 


torney Quinby nnd the sheriff of Erie 
county, tho county in which Kemmler 
was convicted, wore two. Tho prisoner 
had boon allowed tho privilege of 
selecting two spiritual advisors aud he 
had chosen the chaplain of the prison, 
Mr. Yates, aud Dr. Honghton, of the 
First Methodist church, his constant 


one judge of the supreme bench of the 
state, two doctors, two electrical ex- 
perts and a jury of twelve persons. 
These with the warden and six assist- 
ants made up the list of twenty-seven. 


At 5 o'clock this morning there was a 


rapping at room doors and a general 
awakening through the hotels of Au- 
burn. Warden Durston had left a quiet 
call for hie witnesses and they were 
ordered to report at the prison at G 
o'clock. An hour before their coming 
Kev. Dr. Honghton and Chaplain Yates 
appeared at the gate of the prison and 
were admitted. After a brief consulta- 
tion with the warden they were taken 
down to Kemmler's cell, where the con- 
demned man was already awako and 
talking with his keeper. 


The witnesses as they arrived gath- 


ered in tho warden's office. In an inner 
room Dr. McDonald and Dr. Daniel 
went over tho instruments and the para- 
phenalia for the autopsy. They had 
been in conference until 2 o'clock pre- 
paring the preliminaries. In his dining 
room on the second floor of tho prison 
building, Warden Durston had spread a 
luncheon and convict prisoners in white 
caps and aprons served coffee and sand- 
witches to the hungry assemblage. 


Outside the prison gates there was a 


constantly augmenting crowd which ex- 
amined each newcomer with curious in- 
terest. Across the street was a group of 
newspaper correspondents, two of them 
perched on a platform twenty feet from 
the ground in constant communication 
with New York city by telephone, ready 
to give the world the signal that the 
execution had taken place. 


The consultation of physicians lost 


night did not determine the program of 
the autospy. Its details were left, until 
the last minute, in doubt. Warden 
Durston told Dr. Southwith at 6:15 that 
when Kemmler was dead he would de- 
termine what was to be done with his 
body. The warden had not announced 
the time for the execution to take place, 
but it was the general impression that 
it was to occur before the prisoners had 
been let out of their cells early in the 
morning. 


The prisoner, Kemmler, was supposed 


to be in ignorance of tho time fixed 
until the warden should summon him 
from his cell to enter the execution 
chamber. Bnt the little murderer was 
not entirely ignorant. 
He knew from 


his guards that it had been the intention 
to execute him early in the morning of 
some day in the first part of tho week 
last April. He had felt from tho time 
ihat when Monday came that the pen- 
alty would bo inflicted on Tuesday 01 
Wednesday 
morning. 
Monday 
it 


could not be, because his good friend 
aud advisor, Dr. Honghton, had not 
been near him all through Sunday, 
and he knew well that if his doom had 
been contemplated then Dr. Hough ton 
would have been at his side. So when 
Tuesday morning broke and tho sun 
reflected lights down the little corridor 
and no summons came, he felt that tho 
lost day of his lifo had been begun and 
that he had twenty-four hours more in 
which to prepare himself for the here- 
after. 


Ho- spent that last day much as he 


had spent those immediately before it, 
by writing on cards and scraps of paper 
the monotonous repetition of his name 
the talking with his keeper. Daniel Mo- 
NnughtoB, the keeper, who has been 
with him from the beginning, and who 
first led his thoughts in the direction 
of religion, was with him from noon to 
midnight. Kemmler talked with him 
some time about the Biblo stories in 
which he has taken such an interest. 
"The Good Daniel," as tho murderer 
has been pleased to christen him, was 
moved deeply by his childish chatter. 
A strong friendship had grown up be- 
tween the two men so different in their 
dispositions and iu their lives. It was 
no stronger though 
than tho warm 


interest which has been developed in 
this brutal man by Mrs. Durstou, the 
warden's wife, whoso emotion was so 
great that as tho time for tho execution 
approached she was obliged to leave tho 
city to prepare herself to undergo else- 
where tho nervous shock of the man's 
death,m 


So on tho good Daniel and tho con- 


demned man'sat and talked, occasionally 
about religion and sometimes about 
more commonplace things, until mid- 
night arrived aud the keeper joined tho 
watchers. 
In tho execution room wero 


being given tho fatal chair ita last 
touches. 
It stood alone in a little 


square room, lighted from a point seven 
feet from the floor by two windows 
looking out directly upon tho Beading 
railroad station and all the bustle of 
Auburn's commercial life, and through 


THE DEATH fflAIR. 


It was not a very formidable object— 


this chair of death. It was built like a 
rough reclining chair, without cushions 
or springs to make its embrace more 
comfortable. (Small difference to the 
man who was to sit in it whether its 
surface was padded or bare.) 
At the 


sides and on the arms of the chair wero 
straps of heavy leather with sturdy 
buckles, capable of holding the most 
energetic of straggling men should the 
prisoner prove recalcitrant, or of sub- 
duing tho twitching or the convulsions 
that might occur in spite of the theory 
experiment. Above the head of the 
chair hung a rubber cup containing a 
sponge. 
Tho wire by which it was t>us- 


pended passed through a wooden figure 
four clamped to the back of the chair 
and made adjustable to any height 
above it. At tho lower part of tho back 
of tho chair was another cup 
and 


sponge. Tho wires from these cups ran 
to the two poles of the dynamo, whoso 
two hundred arms were kept whirling 
at a rapid speed the most of the night. 


On their way to the dynamo room 


they passed through tho voltage metre, 
which hung on the wall of tho cell, aud 
through tho circuit of two rows ci in- 
candescent electric lights that hung on 
the wall of the adjoining room. Theso 
incandescent lamps, like tho voltag 
metre, were intended to test the force of 
the electric current. And as the elec- 
tricians swung over the lever that threw 
the lamps into circuit with tho big 
Westinghouse dynamo the blaze that 
illuminated the chamber gave evidence 
that whatever faults tho electric appar- 
atus might possess, a weak current was 
not one of them. Iu one corner of the 
execution room was a small sink and a 
bath tub. 


This room had been used as a recep- 


tion room for convicts and here they 
had beeu washed before putting on 
prison garb. On the wall directly op- 
posite the window were several gas and 
water pipes. From the center of tho 
ceiling wore suspended two ordinary 
gas fixtures with double arms. The 
walls and ceiling had been painted a 
quiet gray several months ago and they 
wero still frosh and clean. The floor 
was of rough boards. To the right of 
tho box which held the incandescent 
lamps in tho nest room was a lever 
eighteen inches long. 
It closed or 


opened tho circuit in which the lamps 
were placed. To the right of this was 
another lever like the first iu construc- 
tion. By its operation tho circuit con- 
nected with the electric chair was closed 
while at the same time the electric 
lamps were thrown out of the circuit. 


All of this apparatus had been tested 


again and again. 
The last touches, 


which told of its security and promised 
a faithful performance of its duty, were 
given less than twenty-four hours before 
the time fixed upon by the warden to 
put it in active operation. 
There was 


uo question in tho minds of the three 
electrical experts, who looked over the 
simple mechanism aud noted tho ac- 
curacy of the connection thereabout and 
the capacity of the engine of destruc- 
tion to do all that was required of it, 


KlZMMIiEU'S WONDEKFtm NEIUE. 


In the cell Kemmler had spent so 


many months iu quiet, restful peace, 
the condemned man was lying on his 
Httlo iron cot, snatching a few hours' 
rest. Tho "wonderful nerve," which 
has been tho subject of so much com- 
ment and which had been used so often 
to illustrate the brutal character of the 
man, stood by him to tho last. 


Ho had assured Mrs. Durston in con- 


versation with her many months^ago, 
that he did not fear his fate, and that 
he would meet it quietly find bravely. 
Ho believed tho assurance she gave him 
that tho execution would bo a painless 
one. He know nothing of tho science 
of which ho was to prove tho experi- 
ment. Ho had faith in tho word of 
those about him nnd relied ou what 
they told 
him. Ho slept tho three 


nights of tho week "Hko a baby" 
as one of his attendants expressed 
it. Ho slept soundly onMoiiday night. 


JIAIU'HINO TO DEATH. 


At6.38thed6or at tho right of tho 


tho execution chair leading toward tho 
execution room opened, and Warden 
Durston's figure appeared iu tho door- 
way. Behind him walked a spruce 
looking, broad shouldered, little man, 
full boarded, with carefully arranged 
hair clustering around his forehead. 
Ho wns dressed iu a suit of now cloth- 
ing, a sack coat and vest of dark gray 
material, trousers of a mixed yellow 
pattern, a white shirt, whoso polished 
front was exposed directly below a little 
bow of lawn of a black and white check 


pattern. This was William Kominler, 
tho man who was about to undergo tho 
sentence of death. Behind him walked 
Dr. W. E. Houghton and Chaplain 
Yates. 


THE CONDEMNED -MAN. 


Ke.mmlor was by far the coolest man 


in tho party. He did not look about, the 
room with any special degree of inter- 
est. 
He hesitated as tho door was 


closed behind him, and carefully looked 
by an attendant on the other side, ns 
though he did not know exactly what 
to do, 


"Give me a chair, will you," said the 


warden. 


Someone quickly handed a wooden 


chair, which he placed in front aud a 
little to the right of tho execution chair, 
facing tho little circle of meu. Kemmler 
sat down composedly, looked about him 
and then up and down without any evi- 
denco of fear or special interest 111 
tho event. Ho ^looked, if anything, 
as though he was rather pleased at 
being the center of interest. Warden 
Durston stood at the loft of tho chair 
with his hand on tho back of it niid 
almost at tho moment that Kemmler 
took hie seat ho began to speak in 
short, quick periods. 


"Now gentlemen," ho said, "this is 


William Kemmler, I have wained him 
that he has got to die, and if ho has any- 
thing to say ho will say it," 


KEMMLER'S SPEECH. 


As tho warden finished Kemmler 


looked up and said, in a high key very 
quickly without any hesitation and as 
though ho had prepared himself with 
tho speech: 


"Well, I wish every 0110 good luck in 


this world, and I think I am going to a 
good place. 'Ihepaperd have been say- 
ing a lot of stuff that isn't BO. That's 
all I have to say." 


With the conclusion of this speech he 


turned his back on tho jury, 


TOOK OFF HIS COAT, 


And handed it to tho warden. 
This 


disclosed the fact that a hole had been 
out from the band of tho trousers down, 
s& as to expose the base of the spine. 


When his coat was off Kemmler turn- 


ed in tho dirostiou of the door through 
which he had come into the room and 
began to unbutton his vest. 
At the 


same time tho warden was drawing the 
interfering drapery of his shirt through 
the hole in the trousers and cutting it 
off, eo as to leave the little surface of 
flesh against which one of the electrodes 
was to press absolutely bare. 
Warden 


Durston called attention to tho fact that 
it was not necessary to remove his vest, 
and Kemmler calmly buttoned it again 
and carefully arranged his toilet. 


"Don't hurry about this matter," said 


the warden. "Be perfectly cool." 
Ho 


was perfectly cool; he was by all odds 
the coolest man in the room. When his 
tie was arranged ho sat down

as quietly as though he was sitting 
down to dinner. Warden Durston stood 
on tho right and George Yieiiiig, of Al- 
bany, on the left. They began immed- 
iately to adjust tho straps nr'.nud 
Kemmler's body, tho condemned man 
holding up his arms so ns to give them 
every assistance. When the straps had 
boon adjusted about the body, tho arms 
were fasted down, and then tho warden 
leaned Over and parted Kemmler's feet, 
so as to bring his legs near tho legs of 
tho chair. While tho straps wore boiug 
arranged Kemmler said to the warden 
and his assistants: 


"Take your time. Dou't be in a 


hurry. Be suio that everything is all 
right." 


Two or three times ho repeated the 


phrases. Warden Durstou re-assured 
him with tho remark that it would not 
hurt him, and that ho (Durston) •nould 
bo with him all through it. But it was 
not fear that Kemmler folt. It wns 
rather a certain prido iu tho cxictness 
of tho experiment. Ho seemed tolme 
a greater interest in its success thau 
thoso who had rnndo tun pioparatious 
for it, and who wero watching its pro- 
grj83 to it1? final fatal ciiuclimion. 


Wliou tho straps hiul been adjusted to 


the body aud limbs, tho wauleu placed 
his hand on Kemmler's head and held it 
against tho rubber cushion \thich ian 
down tho back of tho chair. Kemmler's 
eyes wero turned toward tho opposite 
side of tho room, before they had fol- 
lowed tho warden in his movements 
about. Then tho condemned mauniftdo 
one or two remarks in a peifeotly clonr, 
composed tono of voice. 


"WelJ, I wish everybody good luck," 


was one of them, and "Dnraton ceo that 
things fire all right." wns a«otlif>r. 
Deputy Vieling uufasteued the thumb 
screws which held tho figure "•!" at tho 
back of tho choir in place and began to 
lower it so that the riib',«cr cup which 
hold tho 
saturated 
spouse pressed 


against tho top of Ktmmler's head. \ 


Tho warden assisted in the preparation 
by holding Kemmler's head. 
When 


the cup had beeu adjusted and clamped 
in place, Kemmler said: 


"Oh, you better press that down 


further I guess. Press it down." 


So the head piece was undamped and 


pressed further down. Whib it was 
being done Kemmler said: "Well, I 
want to do the best I can. I can't do 
any better than that." 


Warden Durston took in his hand the 


leather harness which was to bo ad- 
justed ou Kemmler'a head. It was a 
muscle of broad leather straps which 
went across the forehead and the chin of 
tho man in the chair. Tho top strap ho 
pressed down against 
the 
noso of 


Kemmler until it flattened down slightly 
over his face. 


As the harness was put in place Dr. 


Spirzka, who was standing near tho 
chair, said softly, "God blo-is you, 
Kommler," and the condemned man 
answered, "thank you," softly. 
The 


door leading to the room where tho 
switches were arranged was partly open. 
A man stood in the doorway and be- 
yond him there wero two other men. 
It was one of them to touch tho lever 
and make the connection, but which 
one was not known. 
Warden Darstou 


gays it will never be known. 


Tho dynamo in the machine shop was 


running at good speed and the volt 
meter on the wall registered a little 
more than 1,000 volts. 


Wart i Durstou turned to the assem- 


bled doctors—those immediately near 
the executing chair, and said: "Do the 
doctors say it is all right?" 


Hardly a minute had elapsed since 


tho adjustment of the straps. There 
was no time for Kemmler to have weak- 
ened, even if his marvelous courage had 
not been equal to the test of further 
delay, but there is no fear that he would 
have lost courage. He was as calm in 
the chair as ho had beeu before he en- 
tered the room, and during tho process 
of his confinement by the straps which 
held him close. 


At tho -warden's question, Dr. Fells 


stepped forward with a long syringe in 
his hand, quickly but deftly wetted the 
two sponges which were at the electro- 
des—one on the head and the other at 
tho base of the spine. Tho water which 
he put on them was impregnated with 
salt. Dr. Spitza answered the warden's 
question with a sharp "all right," which 
was echoed by others about him. 


"Steady," said Durston again, and 


then "good bye." He stepped to the 
dcor and through the opening said to 
some one in tho next room, but whom 
will never be known to a certainty, 
"everything is ready." In almost im- 
mediate response, and as the stop 
watches in the hands of some of tho 
witnesses registered 6:43^, tho entire 
current was turned on. 


DEATH COMES. 


There was a sudden convulsion of the 


fiaino in the chair. 
A spasm went over 


it from head to foot, confined by the 
straps and springs that held it firmly, 
so that no part of the body was stirred 
more than a small fraotiou of an inch 
from its resting place. 
Tho twitching 


that the mussles of the face underwent 
gave to it for a moment an expression 
of pain, but no cry escaped from the 
lips, which wore froo to move nt will; 
no sound came forth to suggest that a 
consciousness lasted more than an in- 
iintesimal fraet'on of a second—be- 
yond tho calculation of the watches. 


A1TEK DEATH. 


The body remained in this rigid posi- 


tion for seventeen seconds. Tho jury 
and tlio witnesses, who had up to this 
moment remained seated, came hur- 
riedly forward aud surrounded tho 
chair. Ttioro was uo movement of the 
body beyond the first convulsion. It 
was not n pretty sight, this mau iu his 
shirt sleeves, bound hand, foot, body 
nnd oven head, with a heavy frame work 
pressing down on tho top of his skull— 
still with tho stillness of death. 


Dr. McDonald held a stop watch iu 


his haud mid as tho seconds flow by ho 
noted their passage. Dr. Spitzka look- 
ed at tho stop watch. As ten seconds 
expiiod he cried out, "stop." "Stop." 
cried 
other 
voices 
about. 
The 


warden 
turned 
to 
tho doorway 


and called out "step" to tho man nt tho 
lover. A quick movement of tho arm 
aud the oletrio current was switched off. 
There was a relaxation of tho body iu 
the chair, a slight relaxation, but tho 
straps held so firmly that there was not n 
quarter of an inch iu tho position of any 
pait of tho frame. 
The quiet little 


group around the chair grew bu isness- 
Jike. "He's dead," said Dr. Spitzka, 
enlmly: "Oh he's dead," re-echoed Dr. 
McDonald 
with 
firm 
confidence. 


Theto wns no question in tho mind of 
auy ono but that the stiff upright object 
before them was lifeless. 


COMES TO LIFE AGA1X. 


A few seconds elapsed when 
Dr. 


Batch, 
bonding over tho body, ex- 


claimed: 
"Dr. 
McDonald, see that 


spot." In a moment Drs. Hpitscka aud 
McDonaM had bent ovei, aud looked 
to where Dr. Batch was pointing at a 
little red spot on tho hand thut u-h'ed 
on tho right arm of the chair. Tho in- 
dex finger of tho hand had cun eel back- 
ward as the flexor muscles coub-acted 
and had scraped a small hole in tho 
skin at tho base of the' thumb, on tho 
back of tho haud. There was nothing 
strange iu this alone, but what was 
strange was that tho little rupture was 
dropping blood. 


"Turn tho current on instantly; tlus 


man is not dead," cried Dr. Spit^ka. 
Faces grow white aud foil back from tho 
chair. 
Warden Durston sprang to tho 


doom ay and cried, "Turn oa tho cur- 
rent," but tho current could not bo 
turned on. 


When the sigunl to Btop had come the 


operator had pie&seJ tho little button 
which gave the sign to the engineer to 
stop the dynamo. 
The dynamo was al- 


most at a stand still and tho volt motor 
registered an almost impoiceptible cur- 
rent. The operator spiang to tho but- 
ton aiul ^a^e a sharp, quick signal. 
There was a rapid response, but quick 
as it was, it wns not quick enough to 
anticipate the signs of what may 01 may 
not have been reviving consoiousuess. 
As the group of horror stricken wit- 
nesses stood helplessly by, all eyes were 
fixed oa tho chair. 


Kemmler's lips began to drip spittel 


and in a moment more his chest moveJ 
and from his mouth came a heavy 
steritorious sound, quickening and in- 
creasing with every respiration—if res- 
piration it was. There was no voice 
but that of the warden crying to the 
operator to turn oa the current, and tho 
wheeaing sound, half 
groan, which 


forced itself past the tightly closed lips 
sounded through the still chamber with 
ghastly distinction. 


There was to be no mistake this time 


about the killing. 
The dynamo was 


run up to its highest speed and again 
and again the full current of 2,000 volts 
was sent through tho body in tho chair. 
How long it wns kept in action no one 
knows. 


To tbe excited group of gentlemen 


about the chair it seemed at intermin- 
able time. Tho warden's assistant, who 
stood over the dynamo, said that on the 
second signal tho machinery was run 
three and a half minutes altogether. 
Ifc 


will never be known with any degree of 
accuracy what the space of time was. 


As tho anxious group stood silently 


watching the body, suddenly there 
arose from it a white vapor bearing 
with it a heavy and bickouing odor. 
Tho body was burning. Agaiu theie 
wero cries to stop tho current aud agaiu 
tho warden sprang to tho door and gave 
the quick order to his assistants. Tho 
current stopped niid again there was the 
relaxation of the body. 
No doubt that 


this time tho current had done its work, 
if not TV ell, at least completely. 


Some of tho eminent espets, in at- 


tendance said to the United Piess cor- 
respondent whilo the boJy was still 
warm iu tho chair, Hint there was no 
doubt that there wore sigus of return- 
ing animation—that tho respiration— 
(for resphation they belieied it be), w«s 
growiug s!rongor, ami that in time 
if the current had not been turned oa 
again, he would have reihcd. 


Others—and among thoui Dr. Spit/.ka 


—stated with equal positlvonoss the 
conviction that tho first shock killed 
Kemmler instantly. 
Dr. Daniel nud 


Dr. Southwick, tho father of the sjstom 
of electrocide, beliovo thit Kemmler 
was dead, but they think that the cui- 
rent should have been continued longer 
thnu seventeen seconds, which T\ as tho 
official time of the first contact. 
There 


is not uow tiny way by which a positive 
determiu»tLoii of this question cm bo 
made. It will always remain u mystery.

The autopsy of tho bmiu sliowrf tint 


t'ao braiu was hardened directly under 
tho spot where tho electric cm rent lia<I 
como iu contact with tho skull nnd that 
tho blood at that spot, wns hardened, 
showing thut the vuricut bad noliou 
direct ou tue binin.

The iftw insane asylum at Riclimond 


is ready for occupancy, but no informa- 
tion has been received by County Clerk 
Kern or any one else, regarding tho 
quota of patients this county is entitled 
13 at the institution. There is a vague 
suspicion entertained that Fort Wayne 
will find little, if any relief by sending 
lier patients there. Allen county has 
at Indianapolis, between eighty and 
ninety patients; at Logansport, eight, 
and at tho county asylum thirty five, 
say one hundred and twenty five insane 
patients, all told. If tho authorities 
should make further disposition of this 
county's Indianapolis patients by send- 
ing them, or a greater part of them, to 
the Richmond asylum, this number 
alone it is believed would exceed this 
county's quota, at the new institution. 
What relief, then, would tho new asy- 
lum give this city? It would rather 
cause greater discommodation. As at 
present situated, the county commis- 
sioners are petitioned to erect additional 
buildings at the county asylum to afford 
Superintendent John 
Wilkinson 
a 


means of taking care of his overcrowded 
charge. The new insane asylum at 
Richmond has been calculated to greatly 
relieve this county, but just where the 
benefit comes in is not readily disceru- 
able. 


At the county asylum are too great a 


number o! patients, returned hero 
from Indianapolis as incurables,, which 
patients must of course receive more 
care than the curables. Should tho 
county be almost excluded from Indi- 
anapolis, and Fort Wayne's quota at 
Richmond be only fifty or sixty, the 
new asylum will be of no benefit to us, 
but on the contrary will only add to the 
present embarrassment. Supt. Wilkin- 
son says that aside from the crowded 
institution a number of patients ore 
being cared for at their homes. The 
only salvation wherein lies relief is to 
have Indianapolis keep the patients she 
already has from Allen county, thus 
giving the institution here an oppor- 
tunity to properly care for the unfortu- 
nate insane and make provisions for the 
future.

Perhaps that thought 


repaid many of the witnesses for the en- 


aranoeot the silent horrors of tho 
spectacle. But the some in that little 
loom, deep-wallod within tho Auburn 
•rison, will live in the memories of 
lOsowhoMwit as tho fearful desorip- 
ons of fresh-born atrocities haunt tho 


mind and appeal to tho second sense for 
months and even years. 


Tho effort to surround tho Affair with 
halo of mystery, such aa the law oon- 
Bmplated, was not altogether aucooss- 
ul. The outer world did not know the 
xaot hour which had been fixed for the 
event, bat it knew tho time approxi- 
mately, and tho little assemblage of 
oiterora at the gate of the prison before 
awn this morning was good evidence 
lat the interest iu the evout was keen 
and general. 
Basidea those curiosity 


seekers, an active, anxious corps of 
newspaper reporter* gathered in 'the 
broad road In -front of the 
prison 


ground* and waited for tho signal that 
shoald tell them the execution was 
over. Just across tho road, in the dim- 
ly lighted freight room of the New York 
Central railroad, at little tables impro- 
vised for the pnrpose, flat a long row of 
elegraph operator, sent from New York 
>y tho Western Union Telegraph oom- 
wny, waiting for the signal ot release 
of a dozen messages for different papers 
in New York and elsewhere. 
The 


fingers of the operators hung trembling 
over tho boys. Tho first click from tho 
sounder meant to the man at tho other 
end of the line that tho tragedy hud 
>oen enacted. At one end of tho tele- 
graph desk sat the United Press opera- 
tor, whilo tho special representative ol 
tho United Press, wtto had oome to 
Anburn at tho invitation of Warden 
Dureton, sat among tho jurymou in the 
little prison cell noting the adjustment 
of the straps that bound the prisoner to 
the electric ohair and nil tho prepara- 
tions which swiftly preceded the last act 
in the celebrated Kemmler case. 


The witnesses of tho execution had 


gathered iu response to the call ol 
Warden Dnrston at C o'clock this morn 
ing. The law named twenty-seveu as 
the number of those who shoald witness 
the execution as asaistnute or iu dome 
official capacity. Of those District At 
tornoy Quinby nnd'tho sheriff of Eric 
county, tho county iu which Kemmle 
was convicted, wore two. Thn.prisoiio 
had been allowed tho privilege o 
selecting two spiritual advisors tuul h 
hid chosen the chaplain of the prison 
Mr. Yates, and Dr. iTongliton, of th 
First Methodist churou, his conBtan 


companion in his affliction since the 
light of religion first dawned upon him. 
Tho law further named aa persons to be 
invited to the execution by the warden,' 
one judge of the supreme bench of the 
state, two dooton, two electrical ex- 
perts and a jury of twelve persons. 
These with the warden and six asnst- 
ants made np the list of twenty-seven. 


At 5 o'clock this morning there was a 


rapping at room doors and a genera1 


awakening through the hotels of Au- 
bora. Warden Donton had left a quiet 
call for his witnesses and they were 
ordered to report at the prison at G 
o'clock. An hour before their coming 
Ber. Dr. Hooghton and Chaplain Yates 
appeared at the gate of the prison and 
were admitted. After a brief consulta- 
tion with Uie warden they were taken 
down to Kemmler's cell, where the con- 
demned man was already awake and 
talking with his keeper. 


The witnesses « they arrived gath- 


ered in tho warden's office. In an inner 
room Dr. McDonald and Dr. Daniel 
went over the instruments and the para- 
phenalift for the antopny. They had 
been in conference nntil 2 o'clock pre- 
paring the preliminaries. In his dining 
room on the second floor of tho prison 
building, Warden Daraton had spread a 
luncheon and convict prisoners in white 
caps and aprons served coffee and sand- 
witches to the hungry assemblage. 


Outside the prison gates there was a 


constantly augmenting crowd which ex- 
amined each newcomer with curious in- 
terest Across the street was a group of 
newspaper correspondent*, two of them 
perched on a platform twenty feet from 
the ground in constant eommnnioation 
with New York city by telephone, ready 
to give the world the signal that the 
execution had taken place. 


The consultation of physician* last 


night did not determine the program of 
the antospy. Its details were loft, until 
the last minute, in donbt. Warden 
Durston told Dr. Southwith at 0:15 that 
when Kemmler was dead he would de- 
termine what was to bo done with his 
body. The warden had not announced 
the time for the exeontkm to take place, 
bnt i* was the general impression that 
it was to occur before the prisoners had 
besn let out of their cells early in tho 
morning. 


The prisoner, Kemmler, was suppose)] 


to be in ignorance of the time fixed 
nntil the warden should summon him 
from his oell to enter the execution 
chamber. Bat the little mardenr was 
not entirely ignorant. 
He know from 


his guard* that It had been the intention 
to execute him early In the morning o! 
mmo day in tho first part of tho week 
last April. He had felt from the time 
that when Monday came that the pen- 
alty woald bo inflicted on Tuesday 01 
Wednesday 
morning. 
Monday 
i 


could not be, became his good frieiu 
and advisor, Dr.- Honghtoo, had not 
wen near nitn all through Sunday, 
and he knew well that if his doom hod 
been contemplated then Dr. Honghton 
would have been at his side. So when 
Tuesday morning broke and tho mm 
reflected lights down the little corridor 
and no summons came, he felt that tho 
last day of his life had been begun am 
that he had twenty-four hours more in 
which to prepare himself for the here- 
after. 


He- spent that last day much as ho 


bad spent those immediately before it, 
by writing on cards and sormpa of paper 
the monotonous repetition of his nam 
the talking with his keeper. Daniel Mo 
Naughtoi, the keeper, who has been 
with him from the beginning, and wh 
first led his thoughts in the direction 
of religion, was with him from noon to 
midnight. Kemmler talked with him 
some time about the Bible etcriosi 
which he has taken such an intores 
"Tho Good Daniel," as the murdere 
has been pleased to christen him, was 
moved deeply by his childish chatter 
A strong friendship had grown up be 
tween the two men so different in tho 
dispositions and in their livce. It was 
no strongbr though 
than tho war 


interest which has been developed : 
this brntal man by Mrs. Dnrston, th 
warden's wife, whose emotion waa so 
great that as tho time for tho executio 
approached she was obliged to Inavo th 
city to prepare herself to undergo ola 
where tho nervous shock of the man 
death. . 


So on tho good Daniel and tho co 


demned man'sat and talked, occasional 
about religion and sometimes abon 
more commonplace things, until mi 
night arrived and the keeper joioci tl 
watchers. 
In too execution room wo 


being given the fatal chair its las 
touches.

ter patients there. Allen county has 
at Indianapolis, between, eighty and 
ninety patients; at Loganeport, eight, 
and at the county asylum thirty-five, 
say one hundred and twenty-five insane 
patients,, all told. If the iniU.oritiufi 
bonld moke further disposition of this 
county's Indianapolis patients by eend- 
ng them, or a greater part of them, to 
he Biohmond asylum, this number 
alone it is believed would txceed this 
county's quota, at the new institution. 
What relief, then, would thonewasy- 
um give thin city? It would rather 
cause greater dlscommodation. As at 
present situated, the county commis- 
sioners are petitioned to eroct additional 
mildings at the county asylum to afford 
Superintendent John 
Wilkinson 


means of taking.care of his overcrowded 
charge. The new insane asylum at 
Biohmond has been calculated to greatly 
relieve this county, bnt just where tho 
Benefit comes in is not readily disceni- 
flble. 


At the county ssylnm are too great a 


number of patients, returned hero 
from Indianapolis aB.iucurables^, which 
patients muet of course receive more 
care than the oorables. Should the 
county be almost excluded from Iiidi- 
anapolin, and Fort Wayne's quota at 
Biohmond be only fifty or sixty, thu 
new asylum will bo of no benefit to us, 
tntt on the contrary will only add to tho 
present embammnent.
